Tuition hike talks 
lack transparency: 
Student groups

Province just starting 
to evaluate proposals, 
aware of concerns, says

Letters slamming several uni¬ 
versities’ student consultation 
process for proposed tuition 
hikes have been sent to Al¬ 
berta’s innovation and post¬ 
secondary minister, urging 
him to toss out the requests, 
and scrap the entire process. 

Released on Thursday, the 
letters are the work of student 
unions and associations from 
the University of Alberta, 
University of Calgaiy, Mount 
Royal University and the Uni¬ 
versity of Lethbridge, and are 
addressed to Minister Don 
Scott regarding recent mar¬ 
ket-modifier consultations. 


They call on Scott to recon¬ 
sider the proposed increases 
due to a “lack of transparency 
and the inadequate consulta¬ 
tions” process for students. 

Navneet Khinda, U of A 
student association VP, called 
the proposed tuition increases 
a breach in Premier Jim Pren¬ 
tice’s promise to reinvest in 
post-secondaiy education for 
the province. 

Khinda said the student 
association didn’t have a fair 
chance to consult students on 
the proposed tuition increase 
for certain law, pharmacy and 
business programs at the U of 
A. 

“This is our way to make 
sure our feedback gets to 
the minister,” she said, add¬ 
ing Scott has seemed keen to 
make sure the student voice is 
heard. 

Speaking with Metro Sun¬ 
day, Scott said while he hadn’t 
read the letters, he’s aware of 
the concern from student as¬ 
sociations about the consulta¬ 
tion process. 


Staying competitive 


The province has said the 
program-specific market- 
modifier tuition hikes 
only intend to correct 
“anomalies” where Alberta 
schools are charging less 
than comparable institu¬ 
tions in other provinces. 


“We have received a num¬ 
ber (of proposals), but we have 
not evaluated them yet. We’re 
still at the very preliminary 
stage. I think it’s only fair we 
look at the information,” he 
said. 

“I simply can’t reject them 
out of hand.” 

Scott said his goal would be 
to do what’s right to strength¬ 
en the quality of the educa¬ 
tion system in Alberta. 

“We have a strong system, 
but we need to make it even 
stronger,” he said. “I’ll be look¬ 
ing at these market modifiers 
with that same eye as well.”

MLA talks of‘civil 
war’inWildrose, 
goes independent 



Joe Anglin, the outspoken 
MLA for Rimbey-Rocky 
Mountain House-Sundre, 
said he no longer wants to 
represent the Wildrose in 
the legislature and that he 
was about to be kicked out 
of the party, anyway 

Describing himself as 
“a round peg in a square 
hole,” Anglin announced 
via social media Sunday 
that he has formally writ¬ 
ten to the Speaker to sit as 
an independent. 

“As a result of poor man¬ 
agement and infighting, 
there will be a motion to¬ 
day by my leader, Danielle 
Smith, to have me removed 
from caucus,” Anglin wrote 
on his Faceboolc page. “To 
be honest, this is upsetting 
but not surprising.” 

Anglin said the Wil¬ 
drose is “infested with an 
unelected backroom weed 
that is choking off the 
grassroots movement,” is 
embroiled in “a civil war 
between ideologues and 
pragmatists” and now finds 
itself at “a crossroads.” 

Anglin’s relationship 
with the party soured over 
the summer when he was 
forced to fight what he 
called a surprise nomina¬ 
tion battle against constitu¬ 
ency association president 
Jason Nixon, a 34-year-old 
rookie politician.

After five years of bottle drives 
and popcorn sales — and lob¬ 
bying various levels of gov¬ 
ernment for funds — a group 
of Edmonton parents is one 
step closer to securing a play¬ 
ground for their community. 

The driving committee 
behind a new playground for 
north Edmonton’s Florence 
Hallock School will be looking 


to city council to approve the 
latest budget and a $250,000 
grant to help fund the much- 
needed district infrastructure. 

“It’s been a long haul,” said 
Noela Shields, one of the par¬ 
ents behind the initiative. 

The school serves students 
in kindergarten to Grade 9. 
According to Shields, when it 
opened five years ago, there 
was nothing more than an 
empty field and three basket¬ 
ball hoops for young people. 

“They’re really good at 
entertaining themselves and 
they’re really good at soccer 
now because that’s what they 
have available to them,” she 
said. 

“But little kids are little 
monkeys. They want to play, 
they want to climb, they want

to run around and have some¬ 
thing to play on.” 

Earlier this summer, 


the parent group secured a 
$125,000 provincial grant. 
With the proposed city fund¬ 
ing and one more cheque 
from the province, they’ll 
have raised close to $625,000 
for the playground. 

Allan Bolstad, executive dir¬ 
ector for the Edmonton Feder¬ 
ation of Community Leagues 
said the parent group is one 
example of how the city’s 
growth impacts infrastructure 
in new communities. 

“It’s a challenge. We’re 
growing very quickly and that 
puts a demand on eveiyone,” 
he said. 

City groups working 
together to find solutions for 
a lack of public facilities will 
be vital moving forward, he 
added.

Liberals, NDP 
rule out merger 

While the recent four 
provincial byelections high¬ 
lighted a split on Alberta’s 
centre-left, party leaders say 
that rift won’t be healing 
anytime soon. 

NDP Leader Rachel 
Notley and the Liberals’ 

Raj Sherman both say 
they have a growing base 
of support to make a 
breakthrough in the 2016 
general election and won’t 
be exploring a merger. 

Notley said the party’s 
fortunes in recent polls and 
in fundraising are reflected 
in candidate Bob Turner’s 
second-place finish in 
Edmonton-Whitemud, a 
riding where the NDP has 
traditionally been off the 
radar. 

“Whitemud is the most 
secure Toiy seat in the 
province and they ran the 
(former) mayor (Stephen 
Mandel). And we went from 
running a distant fourth to 
a respectable second,” said 
Notley in an interview. 

Last week, Premier Jim 
Prentice and his Progressive 
Conservatives won all four 
byelections — three in Cal¬ 
gary and one in Edmonton. 

The Tories came up the 
middle in two of them. 

Sherman’s party did not 
target one specific riding to 
win and finished well back 
in all of them. 

He said the Liberals have 
$230,000 in the bank and 
didn’t foolishly double¬ 
down on longshots in the 
byelections by spending big 
in four Toiy strongholds.

The approaching winter can 
mean high utility bills for 
homeowners that can’t af¬ 
ford maintenance on heat¬ 
ing and electrical systems or 
other property repairs, but 
the City’s Housing Opportun¬ 
ities Program for Edmonton 
(HOPE), is offering help with 
the fix-ups. 

“Our HOPE clients come 
from all walks of life — sin¬ 
gle parents to seniors. Safe 
housing for everyone is vital, 
and we encourage all eligible 
Edmontonians to apply,” said 
Judy Downey, housing gen¬ 
eral supervisor for the City. 

Up to $20,000 is avail¬ 
able for plumbing, heating 
or electrical upgrades, or 
structural, fire safety or ac¬ 
cessibility improvements. As 
part of The Way We Green, 
Edmonton’s environmental 


strategic plan, those consid¬ 
ering energy efficiency may 
qualify for an added grant of 
$ 2 , 000 . 

For Elena Zerea, a Mc¬ 
Cauley resident on disabil¬ 
ity, the HOPE program has 
provided new windows and 
a repaired roof and founda¬ 
tion. Zerea said the HOPE 
inspector helped her identify 
what work her home needed. 

“I was so scared,” said Zer¬ 
ea about her decision to call 
the city in the fall of 2013. 
“I’ve never met this person. 
How do I ask them for help? 
I was glad Dennis, the HOPE 
inspector, was there to ex¬ 
plain what was happening 
and mediate between the 
contractor and engineer,” 
she said.

Grant Fuhr looks 
back on life in the 
net in new book 

This October, when Grant 
Fuhr reunited with his 
teammates from the 1984 
Edmonton Oilers squad, he 
all but forgot about his new 
book that would be coming 
out a few weeks later. 

“The reunion was about 
the whole team. We were 


raised by Glen (Sather) as 
a family — 24 guys in a loclc- 
er-room — brothers looking 
after each other. That’s 
what I value most about 
those years,” said Fuhr on a 
stop through Edmonton to 
promote his just-released 
memoir, Grant Fuhr: The 
Story of a Hockey Legend. 

Fuhr, 52, said it’s only 
since he retired from hock¬ 
ey that he’s been able to 
reflect on his life and career. 
With sports writer Bruce 


Dowbiggin, Fuhr recalls “the 
good, the bad and the ugly” 
of his storied career, one 
that included five Stanley 
Cups as part of the Edmon¬ 
ton Oilers dynasty of the

three are the ’84 Stanley 
Cup final, the ’87 Canada 
Cup and my first game as a 
pro,” he said.

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Fallujah, Iraq. Canadian 
warplanes launch first 
airstrike against ISIS 


Canadian warplanes involved 
in the American-led bomb¬ 
ing campaign against Islamic 
State of Iraq and al-Sham (ISIS) 
militants in Fallujah had their 
baptism of fire on Sunday, 
launching the first air strike 
since deploying to the region. 

Two CF-18 fighter jets at¬ 
tacked targets near Fallujah, 
roughly 70 kilometres west of 
Baghdad, a statement from De¬ 
fence Minister Rob Nicholson’s 
office said. 

“Coordinated with our co¬ 
alition partners, two CF-18s 
attacked (ISIS) targets with 
GBU12 500 lb laser guided 
bombs,” the statement said. 
“The approximately four hour 
mission included air-to-air re¬ 
fueling from Canada’s Polaris 
aircraft.” 

The three aircraft all safely 
returned to their base in Ku¬ 
wait, the statement added.

Spookland. Police probing 
allegations of sexual 
assault at Halloween party 


A 16-year-old girl was found 
naked, unconscious and 
drugged with GHB after a Hal¬ 
loween party at a Quebec re¬ 
sort Friday night. 

Police in west Quebec are 
now investigating three separ¬ 
ate instances of alleged sexual 
assault at the Spookland Hal¬ 
loween party at Mont Cascades 
Resort in Cantley, Que. — a 
party that clearly got out of 
control after nine revellers 
were transported to hospital 
for drug and/or alcohol poison¬ 
ing. 

When police arrived, it was 
near chaos, said MRC des Col- 
lines Police Spokesperson Mar¬ 
tin Foumel. Police were tend¬ 
ing to several young partiers 
who were unconscious from 
either drinking too much or 
taking unknown pills, Foumel 


said. “When our officers got 
onsite, they found one (uncon- 
cious youth) in the school bus, 
some in the parking lot,” said 
Foumel. 

“There was way more 
people that we couldn’t help 
— being sick and puking and 
being dangerous, but they had 
to deal with the most import¬ 
ant cases.” 

One such case was the 
16-year-old discovered on the 
grounds of the ski hill “barely 
dressed” and unconscious. 
Toxicology tests revealed the 
girl had GHB, or the date-rape 
dmg, in her system, said Four- 
nel. 

Two other girls aged 16 and 
17 also reported being touched 
inappropriately while they 
waited in line for the event.

A Pittsburgh newspaper was 
left scrambling to explain on 
Sunday why a profile of former 
CBC radio host Jian Ghomeshi 
was reprinted in an advertis¬ 
ing supplement without men¬ 
tioning the abuse allegations 
that led to his termination. 

A profile of Ghomeshi was 
on the front page of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Post-Gazette promotion¬ 
al supplement that was sent to 
non-subscribers of the paper on 
Sunday. 

The 850-word write up, 
featuring an August interview 
with Ghomeshi on his thoughts 
on life as an immigrant, first 
ran in the paper and online on 
Oct. 19. The paper posted an ex¬ 
planation on its website Sunday 
explaining the advertising sup¬ 
plement was printed on Oct. 23, 
three days before Ghomeshi’s 
firing and the start of a number 


of media reports containing al¬ 
legations from women who say 
they were physically or sexually 
assaulted. 

The “promotional advertis¬ 
ing vehicle” contains “ever¬ 
greens,” stories the paper con¬ 
siders its best work, executive 
editor David Shribman said in 
an interview Sunday. 

Due to a schedule that sees 
the promotion printed 11 days 
in advance there was no way 
they could have pulled it back 
in time, Shribman said in a 


phone interview. 

“It’s not a question of stupid¬ 
ity, it’s a question of deadlines,” 
he said. 

Shribman couldn’t provide 
an exact number of copies that 
were distributed but said they 
would have numbered in the 
“tens of thousands” of people. 
He said a note of explanation 
on the Ghomeshi piece would 
be in a future edition. 

“The next time we print 
this thing ... we will also clarify 
what’s going on with this guy.” 


In 2010, Ghomeshi’s show, 
Qj achieved syndication in the 
U.S. care of Public Radio Inter¬ 
national. The show airs on 
more than 180 stations — in¬ 
cluding in Pittsburgh. 

As many as nine women 
have alleged in media reports 
that Ghomeshi abused them 
physically and sexually. Toron¬ 
to police have launched an in¬ 
vestigation after three women 
came forward with accusations. 

Neither he nor his lawyer 
have commented on the police 
investigation, but Ghomeshi 
said Thursday he would meet 
the allegations “directly,” and 
said he won’t discuss “this mat¬ 
ter” further with the media. 

Ghomeshi wrote last week¬ 
end in a Faceboolc post that 
he has had “rough sex” with 
women, but insisted it was al¬ 
ways consensual. 

Ghomeshi has launched a 
$55-million lawsuit against the 
CBC for breach of confidence. 
He also filed a grievance al¬ 
leging defamation, a source 
said. A CBC memo issued last 
week said Ghomeshi was fired 
after senior executives saw 
“graphic evidence that Jian 
had caused physical injuiy to a

Climate change is happening, 
it’s almost entirely the fault 
of humans, and limiting its 
impacts may require reducing 
greenhouse gas emissions to 
zero this century, the UN’s 
panel on climate science said 
Sunday. 

The fourth and final vol¬ 
ume of the Intergovernment¬ 
al Panel on Climate Change’s 
giant climate assessment 
didn’t offer any surprises, 
nor was it expected to, since 
it combined the findings of 
three earlier reports released 
in the past 13 months. 

Sleep-deprived delegates 
approved the final documents 


Saturday afternoon after a 
weeklong line-by-line review 
in Copenhagen that under¬ 
scored that the IPCC process 
is not just about science. The 
reports must be approved 
both by scientists and govern¬ 
ments, which means political 
issues from UN climate nego¬ 
tiations, which are nearing 
a 2015 deadline for a global 
agreement, inevitably affect 
the outcome. 

The documents under¬ 
lined the scope of the climate 
challenge in stark terms. 
Emissions, mainly from the 
burning of fossil fuels, may 
need to drop to zero by the 
end of this century for the 
world to have a decent chance 
of keeping the temperature 
rise below a level that many 
consider dangerous. Failure 
to do so, which could require 
deployment of technologies 
that suck greenhouse gases 
out of the atmosphere, could 
lock the world on a trajectory 
with irreversible impacts on 
people and the environment, 


the report said. Some impacts 
are already being observed, 
including rising sea levels, 
a warmer and more acidic 


ocean, melting glaciers and 
Arctic sea ice and more fre¬ 
quent and intense heat waves. 
“Science has spoken. There 


is no ambiguity in their mes¬ 
sage. Leaders must act. Time 
is not on our side,” UN Sec¬ 
retary-General Ban Ki-moon 


said at the report’s launch in 
Copenhagen. 

Amid its grim projections, 
the report also offered hope. 
The tools needed to set the 
world on a low-emissions 
path exist; it just has to break 
its addiction to the oil, coal 
and gas that power the global 
energy system while pol¬ 
luting the atmosphere with 
heat-trapping C02, the chief 
greenhouse gas. 

“We have the means to 
limit climate change,” IPCC 
chairman Rajendra Pachauri 
said. “All we need is the will 
to change, which we trust will 
be motivated by knowledge 
and an understanding of the 
science of climate change.” 

The report is meant as a 
scientific roadmap for the UN 
climate negotiations, which 
continue next month in Lima, 
Peru. That’s the last major 
conference before a summit in 
Paris next year, where a global 
agreement on climate action 
is supposed to be adopted.

Spanish capital sprawls 
across what was once 
a herding route dating 
back to 1372 


Shepherds guided a flock 
of 2,000 sheep through Ma¬ 
drid’s streets on Sunday in 
defence of ancient grazing, 
droving and migration rights 
that increasingly have been 
threatened by urban sprawl 
and modern agricultural prac¬ 
tices. 

Tourists and city-dwellers 
were surprised to see the cap¬ 
ital’s traffic stopped to permit 
the bleating, bell-clanking 
parade to pass the city’s most 
emblematic locations. 

Shepherds halted at the 
old town hall so the chief 
herdsman could hand author¬ 
ities 25 maravedies — cop¬ 


per coins first minted in the 
11th centuiy — as payment 
for the crossing. They then 
continued past Puerta del 
Sol — Madrid’s equivalent of 
New York’s Times Square — 
and past the Bank of Spain 
headquarters on their way to 
Retiro Park. 

Children shrieked with joy 
as the sheep went from a trot 
to a gallop past a hamburger 
restaurant and luxuiy jewel- 
iy store in the city’s toniest 
downtown quarter. 

Since medieval times, 
shepherds have had the 
right to use droving paths 
crisscrossing a landscape that 
was once a checkerboard of 
woodland and grazing space. 
Some herding routes have 
been used annually for over 
800 years. Madrid became an 
important urban centre when 
King Philip II chose it as the 
capital of his vast empire in

Republican gains, Obama’s loss 


Big Republican gains on Elec¬ 
tion Day would be a blow to 
much of U.S. President Bar¬ 
ack Obama’s agenda, but 
one stymied item on his 
to-do list might get a fresh 
chance to move forward: 
trade. That could breathe 
life into Asia-Pacific trade 
talks essential to his efforts 
to deepen engagement in 
the region. 

Obama needs special au¬ 
thority, known as fast track, 
to negotiate trade deals that 
Congress can accept or re¬ 
ject, but cannot change. It 
would smooth the way for 
the Trans-Pacific Partnership 
(TPP), which is under discus¬ 
sion with 11 nations, and 
help advance separate nego¬ 
tiations with the 28-member 
European Union. 

Fast-track legislation 
was introduced in January, 


but Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid (D-Nev.), would 
not allow a vote. Many 
Democrats fear that opening 
markets to countries with 
lower wages and standards 
will cost Americans jobs. Re¬ 
publicans tend to be more 
supportive, seeing trade as 
benefitting the economy. 

With Republicans fa¬ 
voured to take control of 
the Senate and expand 
their House majority, trade 
could become a rare point 
of agreement between a Re¬ 
publican Congress and the 
White House. 

Yet obstacles would re¬ 
main. 

Many Republicans would 
hesitate to help a Democrat¬ 
ic president make progress 
on his agenda. 

Among Democrats, 
there’s widespread oppos¬ 


ition in the House to the 
Asian pact. Opposition is not 
as strong in the Senate, but it 
only takes a few lawmakers 
to use procedural tactics to 
try to block the deal. 

With or without fast 
track, there’s no guarantee 
that the TPP nations can 
reach an agreement. The 
main players — the U.S. 
and Japan — appear to be 
at loggerheads over access 
to Japan’s heavily protected 
agriculture market. 

When TPP trade minis¬ 
ters met in Australia in late 
October, they announced 
significant progress in ne¬ 
gotiations but no deal ahead 
of the Nov. 10-11 Asia-Pacific 
Economic Cooperation sum¬ 
mit, where leaders of the 12 
nations will want to signal 
the end is in sight.

Who would have thought that 
the world would suddenly be 
awash with oil, driving the 
price per barrel under $80, 
last Monday, for the first time 
since 2012? In fact the price 
per barrel has dropped 27 per 
cent since a mid-summer high 
of $107. 

Now Goldman Sachs is 
predicting that oil will drop 
to $70, causing much specu¬ 
lation about cancellation of 
or, at least, a slow down of 
oil construction and pipeline 
projects. And of course the 
oil-producing provinces are 
going to feel a pinch in their 
royalties. 

Now for the good news! 
All sector swoons spell op¬ 
portunity. While a litre of 
gas still isn’t cheap, oil stocks 
are starting to look that way. 
Over the past 12 months, 
the Canadian capped energy 
index is down nearly six per 
cent, while the S&P\TSX Com¬ 
posite Index is up over eight 
per cent, even after the Octo¬ 
ber sell-off. 

If you have an RRSP or any 
kind of workplace pension, 
you are likely already an oil 
investor. That’s because vir¬ 
tually all Canadian mutual 
funds that invest in larger 
Canadian companies will 
hold some of the bigger oil 
companies. 

But that’s not to say you 
shouldn’t add a bit more 
energy to your personal in¬ 
vestments. The trick is, which 
stocks should you go for? 
Right now there’s plenty of 
risk in the oil patch and not

just from falling stock prices. 

Oversupply, currency 
issues, declining demand and 
geopolitical worries can all af¬ 
fect dividends as well. 

I surveyed a group of 
energy analysts and portfolio 
managers to determine which 
of the big energy companies 
are most likely to maintain 
dividends if oil tumbles fur¬ 
ther. Three names were con¬ 
sistently mentioned. 

Remember, even though 
these three companies have 
strong balance sheets, oil at 
$70 a barrel will put a crimp 
in stock prices and dividends 
may go on the chopping 
block. So, dip a toe, but don’t 
go for a swim.

On the positive side, Edmonton International

Another positive view of Edmonton was creat¬ 
ed last week. Not by the city’s communications 
people, not by Make Something Edmonton and not 
by the Edmonton Economic Development Corpor¬ 
ation. But by two people on the street, one who 
lives there and one who was passing by. Thanks to 
Roslyn Polard, millions of people have seen Ryan 
Arcand play the piano on YouTube. Polard was en¬ 
gaged enough to realize that the man she passed by 
was a really good player who could compose his 
own music. She thought other people would be in¬ 
terested in that. And she was right. 

The video also produced some important dis¬ 
cussions about homelessness and those who ex¬ 
perience it and why. It also showcased Edmonton as a place that 
put pianos on the street for anyone who wants to play.

Mexico's capital, Mexico City, is 
rapidly running out of grave sites. 
Many residents of this growing 
metropolis of nine million have to 
exhume the remains of their loved 
ones, oncethe burial rights expire, 
to make room for new bodies. 
Officials say thereis no public land 
available for new cemeteries. 

The lackof space has prompted 
the city's legislative assembly to 
propose a lawthat would reducethe 
time a body can remain in a grave and 
encourage people to crematethe 
bodies of their loved ones, a move 
that critics say willthreaten Mexico's 
long and rich traditionssurrounding 
burying and celebrating the dead. 

While other countries reuse 
graves, it is a sensitive issue in 
Mexico, where celebrating the dead 
is still a living part of the culture.

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Squash gives comfort food new profile

There’s nothing that charac¬ 
terizes comfort food better 
than a great-tasting Shep¬ 
herd’s Pie. 

Traditionally known as 
a British Cottage Pie, it was 
commonly made with leftover 
meat and mashed potatoes as 
a topping. 

I’ve added a twist on this 
classic dish and used fresh 
lean ground beef and mashed 
butternut squash. 

This healthy winter squash 
is loaded with fibre and anti¬ 
oxidants known as caroten¬ 
oids, which are known to pro¬ 
tect against heart disease. 

As well, I added edamame 
rather than the traditional 
green peas and a hint of melt¬ 


ed aged white cheddar. In¬ 
credible! 

You can always substitute 
sweet potatoes for the squash. 

This dish is great to serve as 
leftovers or freeze in portions. 

Directions 

1. Preheat the oven to 425 F. 
Lightly coat an 8-inch square 
baking dish and large baking 
sheet with cooking spray. 

2. Place a large non-stick skil¬ 
let lightly coated with cooking 
spray over medium-high heat. 
Add the oil and onion and 
saute for 3 minutes. Add the 
garlic and carrots and saute 
for 3 minutes. Add the ground 
beef and saute for 5 minutes 
or until no longer pink, break¬ 
ing up the meat as it cooks. 

3. Add the flour and cook for 1 
minute. Add the tomato paste, 
stock, tomato sauce, basil and 
salt and pepper. Cover and 
cook on low heat for 3 min¬ 
utes or until thickened. Add 
the edamame and cook for 
one minute. Place in the bak¬ 
ing dish. 

4. Meanwhile, while the meat 


mixture is being prepared, 
place the squash onto baking 
sheet and roast for 15-20 min¬ 


utes, just until tender. Place in 
a bowl and mash, adding olive 
oil, grated Parmesan and salt 


and pepper. Spoon over meat 
filling. Sprinkle with cheese 
and bake for 5 minutes.

• 2 tsp crushed garlic

The severe market crash 
in October 2008 changed 
my life. I started running 
to regain my health, both 
emotional and physical. 
Shortly after I took my first 
steps, I ran the Gobi March 
in China in June ’09, followed 
by the Atacama Crossing in 
Chile in 'io and the Sahara 
Race in Egypt in ’ll. In this 
post, I share a lesson learned 
from my experience running 
deserts. 

Many of life’s projects involve 
teamwork, and at times, the 
team is made up of individ¬ 
uals who do not know each 
other but are coming together 
for a common purpose. 

The question is, how do 
you bond strangers? This is 
what we are attempting to do. 

Our team of three runners 
met for the first time today in 


picturesque Ushuaia, located 
near the southern tip of South 
America, where the Patagonia 
Mountains meet the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans. Our task is 
simple: come together within 
three days before the start 
of the Antarctica race, a race 
comprising six marathons in 
five days. We are aligned on 
our goal, which is to run our 
collective fastest and chal¬ 
lenge to win. 

Today, we met and started 
to focus on how we could 
win. We engaged ourselves 
in team-building activities 
to establish camaraderie, as 
well as having explorative 
conversations to understand 
each other’s motivations, 
values and emotional triggers. 
These activities allowed us to 


develop an aligned team with 
tactics and a strategy for the 
Antarctica race. 

We have just enough time 
to collectively agree on what 
is within our control so we 
can execute our plan. For 
the myriad of things outside 
of our control, most will be 
mapped out so we can discuss 
our preferred team responses 
ahead of time, thus increas¬ 
ing what we perceive to be 
within our influence. For the 
rest of the time, hopefully our 
bond will be strong enough 
so that we can align rapidly to 
a course of action even if we 
disagree.

It’s not a story he is proud of 
telling, but last year’s Can¬ 
adian Finals Rodeo bull-rid¬ 
ing champion is ready to get 
back on the bull after break¬ 
ing his leg just two months 
ago. 

Claresholm, Alta., native 
Chad Besplug is preparing to 
compete in his eighth Can¬ 
adian Finals Rodeo as the re¬ 
turning bull-riding champion 
after last year’s incredible 
performance, but the 29-year- 
old athlete is still healing 
from a broken leg — and it’s 
not from a rodeo injury. 

“I was just playing around 
with some friends and I 
jumped off the roof of a gar¬ 
age actually,” he said. “It’s not 
a good story.” 

Despite that, Besplug said 
he is “98 per cent” positive 
he will be competing in the 
Canadian Finals Rodeo from 
Wednesday to Sunday. 

(The 
leg) still won’t be 100 per 
cent, but it should be quite 
a bit better than it is right 
now. It’s not ideal to have 


an injury, but it’s part of the 
game.” 

It might be on his mind 
now, but Besplug said once 
the finals start he won’t be 


thinking about his injury — 
he will be thinking about 
winning back-to-back cham¬ 
pionships.

With four passing 
scores Patriots QB 
improves to 11-5 
against rival Manning 


The chant began midway 
through the fourth quar¬ 
ter with the latest matchup 
between the all-time great 
quarterbacks long ago decid¬ 
ed: 

“Brady’s Better.” 

On this day, Tom Brady and 
his New England Patriots cer¬ 
tainly were the superior team, 
routing Peyton Manning and 
the Denver Broncos 43-21 on 
Sunday to grab the best record 
in the AFC. 

Brady outduelled Manning 
in the 16th instalment of their 
rivaliy and is 11-5 against 
Manning. He threw for four 
touchdowns and Julian Edel- 
man returned a punt 84 yards 
for a score. 

In his 200th career start, 
Brady passed for 333 yards. 
He has won 155 of those, the 
most for any quarterback in 
that many starts. 

“He has always set a real 
high bar for how to play and 
I have tried to do the same 
through my efforts with my 
team,” said Brady, who owns 
three Super Bowl rings to one 
for Manning. “The only thing I 
really care about is the respect 
from my team, going out 
there and trying to earn it.” 

After 15 seasons that al¬ 
most certainly will earn him 
Hall of Fame recognition, 
Brady, 37, has that respect. 
He also has that masteiy over 
Manning, who fell to 2-7 at Gil¬ 
lette Stadium even though he 
threw for 438 yards and two 
touchdowns. He has at least 
two TD passes in 14 consecu¬ 
tive games, an NFL record. 

“Well, I don’t usually stink, 
but I stunk today,” said Man¬ 
ning, 38, who broke into the 
NFL in 1998, two years be¬ 



fore Brady. “I 
don’t make 
any excuses. ” 
The two 
touchdown 
passes in¬ 
creased Man¬ 
ning’s total to 
515. He broke 
Brett Favre’s 
record of 508 
earlier in the season. 

The game wasn’t particu¬ 
larly competitive after the 
first quarter, which Denver 
completed in front 7-3. 

New England (7-2) scored 
the next 24 points on the way 
to winning its fifth straight, 
halting the four-game win¬ 
ning streak for Denver (6-2) in 
emphatic fashion. Brady has 
18 TD passes and one inter¬ 
ception in those five victories. 

Brady connected with Edel-

man and Shane Vereen on 
five-yard scoring passes in the 
second quarter, with Brandon 
LaFell from 10 yards and with 
Rob Gronlcowslci from the 1 in 
the second half. 

Most of Manning’s yardage 
came well after the Patriots’ 
fourth straight home win over 
Denver in as many seasons 
was secured. When it was 
closer, Denver’s high-powered 
offence had little juice. 

“The quarterback stinks, 


usually you’re not going to 
win many games,” Manning 
said. 

Even with the two great 
QBs in the house, Edelman 
was a star. Not that New Eng¬ 
land’s defence took a back 
seat, befuddling Manning so 
often that the Broncos barely 
got the snap off on time on 
several plays. 

Edelman’s first touchdown 
was set up by Rob Ninlcovich’s 
interception and 11-yard re¬ 
turn to the Denver 34. 

That TD gave the Patriots a 
13-7 lead and Edelman upped 
it with his sensational, weav¬ 
ing punt return. Catching the 
ball at his 16, he got a mas¬ 
sive block from Tim Wright 
along the right sideline, then 
cut back diagonally across the 
field into the left corner of the 
end zone, the associated press
